The Army promotion situation in the 
Senate is still at an impasse. Last ses- 
sion, Senators Reed and Black prevented 
consideration of each other’s bills by 
objections and to date have not been 
able to get together and decide on a 
mutual adjustment which would facili- 
tate passage of a promotion measure. 
Senator Reed has expressed his willing- 
ness to have a conference with Senator 
Black to allow passage of one of the 
pending bills and Senator Black has ex- 
pressed no objection to talking matters 
over, but neither has made any definite 
move in this direction. 

Senator Black this week expressed his 
determination to secure a vote on his 
promotion list revision measure and 
Senator Reed declared a few days ago 
that he would continue to attempt to 
get the amended Furlow bill up. The 
possibility ‘that Senator Black would 
offer his bill as an amendment to the 
Amended Furlow bill is considered 
strong although neither Senator indi- 
cated that this course might be pursued. 

Meanwhile the House awaits the Senate 
action on promotion so that conferees can 
be appointed and the matter thrashed out 
in conference. It is considered: likely -that

Secretary Davis Reports 
THE annual report of the Secretary of 

War, the last to be released by the 
War Department, is given to the press 
this week. Following are some of the 
more pertinent extracts from this re- 
port: 

In my last annual report I expressed the 
opinion that the primary need of the Mili- 
tary Establishment was a continued stabili- 
zation of policy. I explained that uncer- 
tainties as to strength, organization, and 
location, the natural aftermaths of a great 
war, had for several years unfavorably re- 
acted upon the effectiveness of the Army 
and upon the proficiency of units and 
morale of personnel. ; 

I am pleased to report that the desired 
stabilization of policy in general has again 
obtained with gratifying results during the 
fiscal year just ended. Moreover, the con- 
tinued definiteness of policy under which 
the War Department has been permitted to 
administer its affairs during the past four 
years of your administration as Chief Ex- 
ecutive has resulted in an uninterrupted in- 
ternal progress which I consider worthy of 
review. 

Regular Army. 

The commissioned, warrant officer, and 
enlisted strength of the active list of the 
Regular Army on June 30, 1928, exclusive 
of the Philippine Scouts, aggregated 127,- 
837. Of this number, approximately 25 per 
cent were on duty outside the continental 
limits of the United States. The commis- 
sioned strength has remained constant 
throughout the 4-year period beginning 
July 1, 1924. Fluctuations which from time 
to time have occurred in the average en- 
listed strength have been caused by tempo- 
rary shortages of funds. The permanent 
establishment, therefore, has been com- 
paratively free from the disorganizing in- 
fluences of continually changing strengths 
which characterized the first few years fol- 
lowing the enactment of the National De- 
fense Act of 1920. 

The 4-year period just closed has seen a 
distinct elevation of the standards of units 
and individuals. Many hundreds of officers 
of the permanent establishment have com- 
pleted courses in the splendid system of 
Service schools. More maneuvers of varied 
type and extent have been held. Many 
have been conducted in conjunction with 
the Navy; practically all have combined the 
use of air and ground troops. They have 
furnished some opportunity for the practi- 
cal application of the theoretical knowledge 
acquired at the Service schools and on the 
more confined drill field of the garrison. 

The development of our air defenses has 
been most gratifying. The Act of Congress 
approved July 2, 1926, provided a 5-year 
expansion program for the Army Air Corps. 
The program was inaugurated July 1, 1927. 

In order to obtain the authorized in- 
creases in the number of pilots it was 
necessary to concentrate on flying training. 
To this end, seven tactical squadrons tempo- 
rarily were placed on an inactive status and 
the personnel employed for the formation 
ef the necessary school squadrons. The 
pilot strengths of other tactical units were 
reduced to a minimum and no replacements 
were sent to relieve those officers who were 
returning from foreign service. It has 
been possible to reconstitute four of the 
tactical units rendered inactive, and others 
will be reconstituted during the coming 
fiscal year. 

The strength of our overseas garrisons 
can not be depleted. If further reductions 
are necessary, they must continue to be 
made in the personnel of branches within 
the United States other than the Air Corps.

Army Blue Uniform 
Return Authorized 


FFECTIVE immediately, the Secre- 

tary of War has authorized officers, 
warrant officers and enlisted men of the 
Army of the United States to wear blue 
uniforms on special or social occasions, 
not involving formations with troops or 
field service. The authorization is made 
optional, no officer or man to be required 
to wear or purchase a blue uniform un- 
less he desires to do so. 

The War Department made clear that 
as the precurement of such uniforms 
was at the expense of the individual 
concerned, commanding officers have 
been expressly forbidden to exercise 
pressure of any sort to seek or induce 
members of their command to wear the 
blue uniform. 

With the exception of substitution of 
the Pershing Cap for the dress cap in 
yogue in 1915, and a few minor changes 
not yet announced in the uniform proper, 
the blue full dress, dress and formal 
evening dress uniforms will follow 
closely those of the “before the war” 
popularity ard are described in Special 
Regulations 41 and 42, as amended. 
Present regulations are now being re- 
vised to conform to this new authoriza- 
tion. 

Plans are being drawn up by the 
Quartermaster General of the Army to 
provide for the manufacture of these 
blue uniforms by the Government at 
the request and expense of the individual 
concerned. Private military tailors are 
expected to prepare and turn out smart 
uniforms for which they are noted. 

The blue uniform authorization in-

R. O. A. Drafts Program 
THE Legislative Committee of the R. 

O. A. held its first meeting at the 
Army and Navy Club, Washington, this 
week. Col. Orvel Johnson, secretary of 
the R. O. A., submitted the legislative 
program to the Committee on behalf of 
Brig. Gen. Hoffman, the president. The 
program, which was adopted in its en- 
tirety, included: 

To advocate Congressional appropriation 
of a sum sufficient to train 26,000 reserves 
during the next fiscal year; to have ap- 
propriation for reserves available for 18 
months; to support a!l legislation spon- 
sored by the War Dept., or the Military 
Cammittees of Congress, or any such as 
will benefit the Regular Army, especially 
better housing legislation; co-operation 
with the legislative program of the Na- 
tional Guard; to urge such appropriations 
as will continue the development of the 
R. O. T. C. and C. M. T. C.; to incorporate 
the R. O. A. by Congressional enactment; 
to urge separate appropriation for the Army 
Air Corps, instead of providing for its 
maintenance out of the appropriation for 
the Organized Reserves; support of suit- 
able compensation and pension acts, the 
Navy Bill, and the Bill providing that the 
rank of General shali be conferred on the 
Chief of Staff during his tenure of office. 

The James Bill and several other im- 
portant measures were likewise under dis- 
cussion at this meeting. Several officials 
of the War Department were present.

General officers are entitled to a chapeau 
of silk plush, having on the right side a 
rosette of black silk five inches long and 
three inches wide with a strip of gold lace 
in the center, the coat of arms of the United 
States being on the upper end of the strip. 
In the center of the chapeau are two black 
ostrich plumes, and there are gold bullion 
tassels front and back. 

Blue dress uniforms for enlisted per- 
sonnel consist of dark blue single-breasted 
coats, standing collar, six gilt buttons 
down the front and having a single strap 
of blue cloth on each shoulder. Trousers 
to be sky-blue. The coat is trimmed 
around edges with distinctive color of 
arm, service or corps and there are three 
regulation gilt buttons on each cuff, and 
one at the collar end of both shoulder 
straps. Breast cords, the distinctive color 
of the corps or arms to which they be- 
long, converts the enlisted dress uniform 
to full dress. A feature of noncommis- 
sioned officers’ service chevrons on the 
sleeves is the fact that they indicate the 
arm he served in that peried by colorings. 
A noncom having served in the Artillery, 
Cavalry, and Infantry would have three 
stripes—scarlet, yellow and blue under the 
old regulations. 











Service Estimates 
Are Before Congress 


By M. H. McINTYRE 

‘HARACTERIZED by the President 

in his annual message to Congress 
on December 4 as “Ample provision for 
National Defense” a total of $648,- 
511,300 is provided for the Army and 
Navy in the Budget Estimates for 1930. 

The figures submitted to Congress 
show an actual increase of approxi- 
mately $12,000,000 for the War Depart- 
ment over the appropriations for the 
current year and a decrease of about 
$14,000,000 for the Navy. The total 
given for the Army for vurely military 
purposes is $308,744,101, while estimates 
for the Navy are $351,125,842. 

In the funds provided for the main- 
tenance and operation of the Regular 
Army establishment, the report says 
provision is made for 12,900 officers and 
an enlisted strength of “i8,750 men, ex- 
clusive of the 6,500 Ph'lippine Scouts. 
The President feels that under the 
budget estimates the efficiency of the 
Army will not be seriously imvaired nor 
will important housing plans be unduly 
velayed. Practically all of the increase 
is taken up by the addition of 200 in 
the average officer strength for the Air 
Corps and other items enumerated be- 
low. No provisions are made for any 
adidtional enlisted personnel to take 
care of the third Air Corps increment. 

For the Navy the most serious con- 
sequences from the decrease in funds 
will be felt in the failure to provide for 
the existing strength of approximately 
83,000 nrén. With the growing demand 
for larger personnel in aviation and with 
the addition of new ships to the Fleet,

Navy Line Bill Before Senate 
THE Britten line personnel bill (H. R. 
14039) is now before the Senate 
having passed the House Dec. 5. Its pro- 
visions as mentioned in the Army and 
Navy Journal of Nov. 24, are briefly 
as follows: 


It prevents the wholesale retirement of 
entire classes, expedites promotion to the 
grade of commander and lieutenant com- 
mander, tends to equalize percentages of 
selection and enforced retirement in class 
of different sizes, protects officers from en- 
forced retirement because of age-in-grade 
before they have had a chance at selec- 
tion, and reduces the loss of Naval Academy ~ 
graduates who may not be commissioned 
because of overfilling the Navy on gradua- 
tion day.

DEVELOP NEW ARMY BLANKET. 
The Quartermaster General announces 


the development of an entirely new type 
of blanket whose principal features are 
that it contains twice the warmth of 
other blankets of the same weight, and 
is water resistant. Ir certain tests 
water was suspended in some of the 
blankets for sixty hours and did not 
penetrate the blankets, although no 
waterproofing compound is used in its 
structure. This blanket was designed 
and developed by First Lt. H. Kirsner, 
Q. M. C., stationed at the Philadelphia 
Quartermaster Depot. 

There has always been a demand in the 
Army for a blanket of minimum weight 
and maximum warmth which when rolled 
in the pack is not so hard as to chafe the 
shoulders and will reduce the weight of 
the pack. The Kirsner blanket fulfills these 
requirements and others. No matter how 
tightly rolled, it is soft and springy. 

Another advantage of the blanket is that 
it does not require special looms for its 
manufacture, as is the case with the present 
type of Army blanket, but can be made 
in any worsted mill. This would be a 
great advantage in war-time procurement. 

While it is not possible, owing to the 
large stock of war-time blankets on hand, 
for the Army to be provided with this 
blanket at the present time, it is expected 
that a small number will be given a test 
at the U. S. Infantry School at Fort Ben- 
ning, Georgia. 

This blanket was developed by Lieutenant 
Kirsner more than a year ago, but no in- 
formation was given out concerning the de- 
velopment until steps had been taken to 
proect both the Government and the young 
officer himself, in regard to patent rights. 

The preliminary tests and experiments 
also indicate that the blanket material 
will make an ideal lining for the Army’s 
“trench coat,” which was. so popular in 
France during the World War. The use of 
the trench coat was abandoned by the 
Army shortly after the World War, due to 
its cost and the difficulty in cleaning the 
coat without destroying its water-resistant 
qualities. The trench coat combined a 
raincoat and an overcoat, but when cleaned, 
as was frequently necessary, the process 
destroyed the water-proof lining. Also it 
was found that when kept in storage, the 
rubberized lining of the trench coat be- 
came sticky and lost its serviceability. 

Experimental trench coats lined with 
the “Kirsner blanket” material have both 
warmth and water-resistant qualities, and 
can be cleaned the same as other woolen 
garments. A new demand for trench coats 
has arisen in the Army, and a coat of this 
new type apparently meets all require- 
ments.

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BRITISH PROPAGANDISTS BUSY CRITICIZING U. S. 
UROPE and our own House Naval Committee are decidedly busy in talking dis- 
armament. Sir William Robertson, Chief of the Imperial General Staff during 
the 1916-17 period of the World War, expressing the British view of America, 
charges we are “imperialistic” and that “our official utterances have a close re- 
semblance to Germany’s claims previous to the tragedy of 1914.” Of course, it has 
been obvious for years that the intent of certain British spokesmen was to put us 
in the same position as Germany before the World War and develop a “hymn of 
hate” against us. Field Marshal Robertson is practically the first to make the com- 
parison publicly. He added that “all Europe is arming,” but that fact does not 
evoke his criticism so much as the attempt of the United States to establish in fact 
the 5-5-3 ratio. 

The League of Nations also has gotten busy. It contemplates a conference for 
the control of the manufacture of war materials. The United States properly re- 
fused at Geneva two years ago to permit foreign experts to say what we could or 
could not manufacture, and that will continue to be our policy. 

But it is significant how the talk of disarmament increases as Congress starts to 
consider the cruiser building program. There is a reason! 





DISABLED EMERGENCY OFFICERS’ RETIREMENT DEFINED. 

NNOUNCING this week that 7,576 claims for retirement under the Emergency 

Officers’ Retirement Act had ben received by the U. S. Veterans’ Bureau, of 
which number 1,213 have been settled retiring with pay 708 officers, without pay 
40 and disallowing 465 claims, Brig. Gen. Frank T. Hines, Director of the Bureau, 
declared there seemed some misconception as to qualification under the Act. 

A list prepared by the Veterans’ Bureau prior to the Act’s passage of all former 
officers rated 30 per cent permanently disabled should not be considered as giving 
the potential beneficiaries, he declared, inasmuch as Congress limited its benefits 
to those officers having a disability resulting directly from service and incurred in 
line of duty, leaving without its scope those men whose disabilities are presump- 
tively connected under the provisions of the World War Veterans’ Act and the 
War Risk Insurance Act. 

He said: “The interpretation of the words ‘resulting directly from service,’ as 
referring to the claimant’s disability, is of cardinal importance to the former offi- 
cers as benefits under the Act may be granted or denied according to the interpre- 
tation determined upon, therefore, the Bureau has presented this entire question also 
to the Attorney General soliciting his opinion.” The retirement law gives the 
Emergency Officer a period of one year ending May 24, 1929, within which to apply 
for retirement and requires that the Bureau rate those entitled to retirement with 
pay in that period.

With no intimation from Secretary Wilbur as to who will be named to succeed 
Rear Admiral Stitt as Surgeon General, the topic still a lively source of 
discussion not only in the Medical Coprs but throughout the department. 

While the usual weeding-out process that usually eliminates most of the possi- 
Mlities has not been effective in this instance, one or two names are frequently 
mentioned as the most likely choices. 

Capt. C. M. Oman is one of the favorites, but the opinion prevails that being so 
junior to many of the others he will not be named on the theory that he will have 
plenty of time to fill the post later on. 

Another prime favorite who has many supporters in his own corps and through- 
out the Navy and has a brilliant record is Capt. R. M. Kennedy whose only handicap 
seems to be that he is due to retire before the four-year term would be up. There 
are many who feel that this will not prevent the Secretary selecting him as a result 
of his peculisr fitness and excellent record. 

Capts. C. FE. Riggs, A. W. Dunbar and E. J. Grow are also mentioned among the 
list of eligibles.

MARINE OFFICERS URGED TO WEAR PROPER UNIFORM. 
MARINE Corps Headquarters has called the attention of officers to the necessity 
of wearing uniforms on special occasions which harmonize with those con- 
sidered appropriate. The action was taken as the result of criticisms made at a 
naval station due to the attendance of unidentified Marine Corps officers at an im- 
portant football game in winter service uniform with khaki shirts and ties. 
Commenting on the occurrence, a Bulletin states: 


The principie which should apply when at Army or Navy stations is that the same 
type of uniforms should be worn by visiting officers as is worn for the occasion by the 
officers regularly attached to the station, and this uniform should be established by the 


commanding « This principle is the same as that which governs appropriate attire 
for any function, social or official, in military or civil life. For instanc at- 
tending ial function at which formal evening dress was the prevailing type would 
be decidedly out of place if wearing a golf suit or business suit. 

Winter ard summer service trousers are informal, and should be worn in quarters or 
when not engaged in performance of regular duties, and then only when

APPROPRIATIONS HEARINGS ON ARMY BILL PROGRESS. 

HE hearings on the Army Appropriations bill, which should be reported out 

about the first of the year, are progressing rapidly. Chairman Barbour and his 
colleagues sre working hard to get the measure into shape at the earliest possible 
moment. Opportunity is being afforded all officers who appear before the Commit- 
tee to give full information concerning their needs. This week, the Ordnance, 
Chemical Warfare Service and other branches whose hearings were not completed 
sent represcniatives to the “Hill.” Among the questions which the Committee is 
facing are those of replenishment of exhausted war stocks, increase of the Army’s 
appropriated enlisted strength to meet the third Air Corps increment and uniform 
funds. No decision on these matters has been reached by the Committee, it was 
indicated. 





NAVY YARDS HELD BETTER FOR ALTERATION WORK. 

HE question of construction of Navy vessels and their repair in Navy Yards 

and private yards led to an interesting discussion in the House Naval Commit- 
tee this week. Rear Adm. Beuret, U. S. N., Chief of the Bureau of Construction 
and Repair, was extensively questioned by Committee members on the feasibility 
of having aiteration work on the various battleships undergoing modernization done 
in private yards. Admiral Beuret stated that he believed construction work could 
be carried on as well or better in private yards, but expressed the belief that altera- 
tion work should be done in Navy Yards. 





CAPTAIN ANDERSON TO BRAZIL NAVAL MISSION. 
Crt. WALTER S. ANDERSON, Assistant Chief of Staff, Commander-in-Chief, 
U. S. Fleet, is slated for duty with the Naval Mission to Brazil, relieving Capt. 
Adolphus E. Watson early in the new year. Capt. Watson’s assignment has not 
been decided, but he will probably be given command of one of the battleships. 

















NAVY DEPARTMENT COLLECTING PAY DATA, 
HILE there is no expectation in Naval circles that there will be any general 
pay legislation started at this session of Congress, there is some hope that 
preliminary steps will be taken to begin consideration of the pay situation with 
the possibility of some definite action at the next session. Several members of the 
two committees have shown interest in this important phase of the Navy’s welfare 
and there is a probability that they may ask for data during the hearings. 

Anticipating this steps are being taken at the department to have available all 
possible statistics and data in a form that could be easily drafted into proposed 
legislation. The initiative, however, if anything is done, will come from Congress, 
as the Navy Department is taking no action toward bringing the matter out through 
the usual procedure of submission of a bill through the budget. 

Passage of the Hale bill, giving the Navy bachelors relief, seems probable. An 
effort to attach it to the Britten Personnel bill which passed the House on Dec. 5 
failed only after Congressman LaGuardia, who sponsored this movement, was as- 
sured that the Naval Affairs Committee would give it immediate attention and bring 
it up for a vote next Wednesday. Any more general pay legislation seems highly 
improbable at this time, but there is hope of getting a preliminary discussion started, 





UNIQUE AIR CORPS FRATERNITY IS DISCOVERED. 

HERE is a unique fraternity among the Air Corps officers of Kelly Field, Tex., 

in which rank, age, or previous condition of servitude are not considered. To 
become eligible, an officer must have come through, alive, a feat of aircraftiness 
exceeding belief, “and to have exercised a mental slowness ranking next and after 
a snail while piloting or directing the course of Army aircraft.” When elected to 
membership, one must assume the distinction with dignity and pleasure. Spanking 
an Army mule from an aeroplane is one of the unavowed but ambitious feats which 
admitted two officers to membership.

Marine Bill Report Soon 

HE Marine Corps Personnel Bill (H. 

R. 13685) will be reported to the 
House within the next few days, accord- 
ing to present indications. A hearing held 
yesterday by the House Committee on 
Naval Affairs led to amendment of the 
bill to provide that officers up for pro- 
motion who fail to qualify technically, 
shall be automatically placed upon the 
vertical list, Maj, Gen John A. Lejeune, 
U. S. M. C. and Rear Adm. E. H. Camp- 
bell, U. S. N., Judge Advocate General 
of the Navy testified. Suggested amend- 
ments mentioned in the last issue 
of the Army and Navy Journal are: 

Inserted in Sec, 1, atter the statement 
as the percentage of distribution of offi- 
cers in the various ranks. To determine 
the authorized number of officers in the 
various ranks, computation shall be made 
at least once each year and at such other 
times as the Secretary of the Navy may 
direct, based on the total active commis- 
sioned strength of the Marine Corps, ex- 
clusive of commissioned warrant officers, 
on the date upon which such computation 
is made, and the resulting numbers shall 
be the authorized strength of such vari- 
ous ranks, from the date of approval of 
such computation by the Secretary of 
Navy, and shall not be varied between 
such computations, except that the total 
number of second lieutenants may be in- 
creased within the limits of the total au- 
thorized commissioned strength. 

In Section 4, the date is eliminated as 
to when the President shall select an 
officer from retirement in case no vacancies 
occur in the ranks of general officers of the 
line. The date is also eliminated imme- 
diately after the provision. In the same 
section is inserted a further provision 
preceding the original one: Provided fur- 
ther, That all transfers to the retired list 
pursuant to this Act shall be made as of 
June 30 of the current fiscal year, and 
the resulting vacancies shall be regarded 
as occurring on that date. 

In Section 7, in that part which relates 
to second paragraph of “An act providing 
for sundry matters affecting the naval 
service, and for no other purposes,” is in- 
serted—captains and first lieutenants un- 
der 45 years of age and with less than 20 
years’ total service. In the same section 
is inserted: Provided, that all captains 
and first lieutenants who are 45 years or 
more of age or who have completed 20 
or more years of service, counting all 
service for which they would be entitled 
to credit for voluntary retirement, and 
who undergo the required examination for 
promotion to the next higher rank and are 
found not professionally qualified, shall be 
transferred to the retired list of the Ma- 
rine Corps. The original “provided” is 
changed to “provided further.” 

Brig. Gen. B. H. Fuller made a state- 
ment to the Committee in which he out- 
lined the history of Marine Corps promo- 
tion. 








Plan Sub Salvage Tests 
TENTATIVE schedule of employ- 


ment of the submarine S-4, to test 
submarine and salvage devices, has been 
announced by the Navy Department. 

It is expected that the S-4 will be 
ready on Dec. 10, to begin the tests. 

Lt. Comdr. P. H. Dunbar, U. S. N., has 
been assigned to duty in charge of con- 
ducting the tests and for duty on the S-4 
under the direction of the Commander 
Control Force, Rear Adm. F. B, Upham, 
UU. & M. 

The proposed schedule of tests involving 
employment of other vessels is: 

S-4, to be towed to New London by the 
Falcon about Dec. 10; to be available for 
tests in the vicinity of New London until 
about Jan. 5, 1929; to be towed to Key 
West and assigned for escape and rescue 
tests until about March 1, 1929; and upon 
completion of tests to be towed to Navy 
Yard, Portsmouth, N. H., arrangements for 
towing being made at a later date. The 
Falcon and Mallard will assist. 

In general, the tests in vicinity of New 
London will consist of ability of the De- 
fender (Dannenhower and Lake Co. gal- 
vage vessel) to locate and employ divers 
in simulating rescue from and salvage of 
a submerged pontoon in smooth and rough 
weather conidtions. 

Locating and attaching pontoons to S-4 
submerged. In general, the tests in 
vicinity of Key West will be made with 
escape apparatus, rescue work and diving 
bells.

JARDINE ADDRESSES OFFICERS. 
T the weekly luncheon of the officers 
of the Q. M. C. of Washingotn, D. 
C., held Dec. 4 at Washington, D. C., a 
brief address was made by Secretary of 
Agriculture Jardine, comparing the ef- 
fect of the war upon agriculture with 
that upon the Army, and stating that 
the farmers’ war with the results of 
war was still in progress. 


The Secretary, alluding to the farmers | 


as the “second line of defense,” reminded 
his hearers how the call went out and how 
agriculture responded. The farmers com- 
menced raising beans, he continued hu- 
morously, and were just going good when 
the war stopped. “The American farmer,” 
said Mr. Jardine, “would like to know a 
few months in advance when you are go- 
ing to conclude hostilities.” 

Incidentally, Mr. Jardine stated, the De- 
partment of Agriculture had further occa- 
sion to work with the military arm than 
the obvious one of stimulating war-time 
production for Army needs. He cited an 
instance occurring several years ago, in 
Topeka, when the farmers were advocating 
the abandonment of military training in 
the colleges. He employed his own influ- 


ence at that time to convert the farmers 
‘ 


to the need. of such training. 
Secretary Jardine believes in military 
training, not only because it prepares a 


nation against military contingencies, but 
also because it makes citizens better fitted 
all around for the purposes of every day.

tion with its increased responsibilities.’—MCNAMEE Pay Boarp REpPorT. 

UMEROUS CONFERENCES HAVE taken place at the Capitol this week on 

three matters of special concern to the Services. Slowly emerging is a way out 
of thé promotion impasse. It is to be regretted no progress whatever has been 
made in the matter of proper bases of pay for the Army, the Navy and the Marine 
Corps. It is becoming clear that Congress intends first to decide the promotion 
question for the Army, the Navy, and possibly the Marine Corps. Next it will take 
up the question of retirement and limitations upon civil empleyment for retired 
officers, and finally rearrangement of pay schedules. 


HANKS TO THE interest manifested by officers of the Army, largely through 

the responses to the Army and Navy Journal questionnaire, promotion has an 
excellent chance of adjustment during the present session of Congress. Retirement 
and pay doubtless will go over until the next Congress. Leaders who have the 
interest of the Services at heart are fearful that if an attempt should be made to 
settle all the matters at the same time nothing whatever will be done. Therefore, 
in view of the fact that promotion legislation is well along the road toward enact- 
ment, though controversy still is serving as a barrier before the goal, the leaders 
feel that effort should be concentrated on its progress. 


T SEEMS ALTOGETHER unlikely, no matter what hearings of the House Naval 
Committee may develop, that any pay bill will pass during this session, We 
would we could report optimistically, for conditions in the Services demand an in- 
crease in pay, especially for the lower grades. When we note the pride with which 
the President in his annual message, referred to the increase of salaries of civil serv- 
ice employes from an average of $1,307 in 1921 to an average of $2,092 in 1928, we 
wish that like treatment could be accorded the Services, with their incomparably 
greater responsibilities. The pay situation in Congress, however, is complicated 
by the manner in which the movement for schedule revision has been inaugurated. 
The Naval Committee, even should it make a recommendation, cannot hope for 
action, since the Army’s friends will insist on participation; and they can hope for 
nothing until the Military Committee has made an investigation. In the next Con- 
gress, it is likely a joint committee of the House Military and Naval Committees 
will be created to examine into the question of military and naval pay, and if it 
make a recommendation as is to be hoped, then legislation will be probable. 
PPARENTLY THERE IS a difference of opinion between the President and his 
Secretary of War on the matter of the size of the Army. The President, in 
his annual message, stated that “our Army could not be much reduced, but does 
not need to be increased.” Secretary Davis, in his annual report, declares “the 
strength of our overseas garrisons cannot be depleted,” and, referring to the pros- 
pect of the absorption of the third Air Corps increment, points out the “grave con- 
corn” with which the War Department contemplates such action. He also refers 
to the necessity of “the final determination of the strength of combatant branches.” 
Congress, doubtless, will follow the recommendation of the President in this matter, 
and the Army, the Navy and the Marine Corps can only look forward to the next 
Administration for greater consideration. 


DESPITE THE STATEMENT in the Secretary of War’s report that credit for 

the Army’s increased ration is due solely to the Executive, we feel it is only 
right to point out that the inspiration for this needed reform came from Congress- 
man James. The senior member of the House Military Committee introduced a bill 
putting the Army on the same basis as the Navy. The bill passed the House. It 
was disapproved by the Budget. While it was pending in the Senate, the President 
acted, thus making legislation unnecessary. We feel justice demands that Mr. 
James’ initiative should not be slighted. 


(THE PRESIDENT, IN his annual message, recommended the enactment of the 

cruiser bill pending in the Senate “with the elimination of the time clause.” 
We regret the latter suggestion, particularly in view of Mr. Coolidge’s Armistice 
Day speech and the Anglo-French agreement. To pass a bill merely authorizing 
additional vessels will mean nothing. The measure should provide for actual con- 
struction. England and France will simply accept the President’s recommendation 
as a “bluff” and as a prospective trading point in the disarmament negotiations. 
Let us show the world we mean business, and above all provide the ships the fleet 
needs in order to defend the country. 


PREMIER BALDWIN, OF Great Britain, notified Mr. Britten that his govern- 

ment could not deal with legislators, but only with the Executive of the United 
States. This action will put an end to Senators and Congressmen attempting to 
handle foreign affairs. If the House pass a bill or resolution for an Anglo-American 
parliamentary conference, Mr. Coolidge will veto it. So that’s that! 


We CALL ATTENTION to the review, in another column, of the admirable re- 

port on the American Merchant Marine made by Chairman O’Connor and his 
associates of the United States Shipping Board. The country hears little of the 
remarkable progress being made in the extension of American trade routes, and of 
the growth in a service which means so much not only to our commerce, but to 
our National Defense. We are grateful to Mr. O’Connor and his colaborers for 
the policy they have pursued, and the wisdom and judgment they are displaying in 
the administration of their important branch of the Government.

Ordnance Notes 

ECENT tests of ciromium-plated 

pistol barrels at Springfield Armory 
indicate that, while they are not abso- 
lutely rust-proof, they are sufficiently 
superior in that respect to the barrels 
now in use to justify the chromium- 
plating of all Army pistol barrels when 
economical production methods have 
been developed.

lieved probable that any further housing 
legislation will be inaugurated this ses- 
sion. If the Senate passes the pending 
James bill, it will provide sufficient authori- 
zation through 1930 and the next session 
of Congress can provide further authoriza- 
tion in time for inclusion of funds in the 
estimates. 

The Reserve Division bill, as now pend- 
ing in the Senate, amended to exclude the 
R. O. T. C. and C. M. T. C. from Reserve 
Division control is expected to be pushed 
by Senator Reed. Should this measure, 
which has been endorsed by both the Na- 
tional Guard and Reserve Officers’ Associa- 
tions pass, it will go to conference. 

The annual Army Appropriation bill is 
now being drafted by the House Committee 
which expects to report it out about the 
first of the New Year. Its speedy passage 
in the House is practically assured and a 
similar action in the Senate is forecast. 
The Navy Apprepriations subcommittee will 
start work on the Navy measure as soon 
as pending estimates from other depart- 
ments are cared for. 

: For the Navy, the main personnel matter 
is the Line Personnel bill (H. R. 13409), to 
make the rate of promotion more uniform. 
This measure passed the House this week, 
but such action will only prove a “beau 
geste” unless Senator Hale’s Naval Com- 
mittee speeds its action to get the bill 
on the Senate calendar and then press for 
its enactment. The Marine Corps Person- 
nel bill (H. R. 13685) will probably be 
favorably reported from the House Naval 
Committee soon but unless it is placed on 
the calendar prior to December 19 stands 
little chance of passage this session as that 
is the tentative date for consideration of 
naval legislation in the House.

Should 
Mr. Hoover call a special session it will be 
the first session of the new Congress and 
unenacted measures will have to be rein- 
troduced, but if Mr. Hoover confines lege 
islation to farm relief and tariff revision, 
all other matters, including those relating 


to the services cannot receive consideration 
until the regular session begins.

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New Home for Attack Wing 
A 20,000-acre tract four miles east of 
Shreveport, La., has been approved 
by Secretary of War, Dwight F. Davis, 
for the future home of the Third At- 
tack Wing of the Army Air Corps. 


This action was taken by Secretary Davis 
upon recommendation of Assistant Secre- 
tary of War, F. Trubee Davison, who has 
charge of Army aviation, and of Maj. Gen. 
James E. Fechet, Chief or Air Corps, both 
of whom endorsed the unanimous report 
of the special board which for almost a 
vear made a thorough-going study of sites 
offered for the Attack Wing by the follow- 
ing municipalities: Columbus, Ga.; Mont- 
gomery, Ala.; Shreveport, La.; Galveston, 
Houston. and Fort Worth, Tex. 

Of the 20,000 acres of land set aside for 
the Attack Wing at Shreveport, 3,000 will 
be used for quarters, other buildings and 
airdrome. The rest will be converted into 
a bombing and machine-gun range. Work 
on the new post will be started as soon as 
funds have been appropriated by Congress. 
The cost of the project will be in the vicin- 
ity of $7,717,000. 

Attack aviation is a post-war develop- 
ment and for that reason the organization 
of this important unit of the nation’s aerial 
defenses is still in the formative stage. 
While the Wing will ultimately have 110 
planes, 197 officers and 1,340 enlisted men, 
the unit today consists only of the Third 
Attack Group of 36 planes, 30 officers and 
380 enlisted men -temporarily stationed at 
Galveston, Tex. It is expected that the 
Attack Wing will be fully organized by 
June 30, 1931. 

The first step toward the organization 
of the Attack Wing will be the expansion 
of the Third Attack Group now commanded 
by Maj. John H. Jouett. The group, as 
now constituted, consists of the 8th and 
90th Attack Squadrons and the 60th Serv- 
ice Squadron. To these will be added the 
13th and 26th Attack Squadrons and the 
16th Photo Section—units now on inactive 
status. The 13th will be the first of these 
squadrons to be reconstituted. 

Simultaneously with the War Depart- 
ment’s announcement that Shreveport has 
heen selected as the home of the Attack 
Wing came publication of a decision to the 
effect that the Army Air Corps Tactical 
School will be moved from Langley Field, 
near Hampton, Va., to Montgomery, Ala., 
before the completion of the 5-year pro- 
gram,

Aeronautical Notes 
RESIDENT COOLIDGE. yesterday 
transmitted to Congress the 14th 

report of the National Advisory Com- 
mittee for Aeronautics, established by 
the act of March 3, 1915. 

The Committee reports encouraging in- 
crease within the past year of the com- 
mercial and private use of aeroplanes, and 
increased safety with decreased cost of con- 
struction and operation. The five-year 
aircraft building programs of Army and 
Navy are duly credited for a share in sta- 
bilization. The Department of Commerce. 
for establishing lighted airways; the 
Weather Bureau, for supplying meteor- 
ological information, and the Committee 
itself, for the coordination and prosecution 
of research, are likewise declared to have 
contributed measurably to this year’s 
pleasing aeronautical situation. 

The Committee’s laboratories at Lang- 
ley Field announced the development of an 
air-cooled engine in which a Curtiss AT-5A 
Army pursuit training airplane was enabled 
to increase its speed from 118 to 137 miles 
per hour and, without an increase in weight 
or cost, to secure 63 additional horse- 
power. This, the Committee submits, jus- 
tifies the cost of constructing the propeller 
research tunnel in Langley Field. The 
problem recognized as most pressing is 
that of navigation and safe landing in fog. 
Over such problems and the whole field of 
governmental and private aeronautics, the 


Committee is conducting constant re- 
search. 
The first International Aeronautical 


Exposition opened in the Chicago Col- 
iseum Dec. 1. Eighty-two planes were 
entered for exhibit. Plants and acces- 
sories form the dominant characteristics 
of the present exposition, however, es- 
pecially in its international phases. Air- 
craft engines take a prominent place, 
and a strong tendency toward air-cooled 
engines is in evidence. Another notable 
exhibit is an ice-warning indicator. The 
Army aircraft exhibit is an LB-5 
bomber. 


The Commanding Officer, Langley 
Field, has announced the completion of 
the installation of a Sperry revolving 
beacon at that station. It is a huge 
apparatus of from 1,500,000 to 3,000,000 
candlepower, and is mounted on the top 
of a 135-foot water tank. It revolves 
at a rate of six revolutions per minute. 





Capt. E. J. King, U. S. N., has returned 
from an inspection trip of the Wright Aero- 
nautical Corporaticn, Paterson, N. J., Pratt

ment of Packard 1A 2775 engine and other 
service type aircraft carburetors under 
contract. 


Lt. Comdr. J. E. Ostrander, jr.. U. S. N., 
gave a lecture on the subject of Naval Air- 
craft Types, Armament, and Tactical Func- 
tion of Aircraft, to the class in Chemical 
Warfare at Edgewood Arsenal recently. 

A great source of satisfaction is reflected 
in recent Kelly Field reports concerning 
the type of young men now in training 
there. Thirty are college graduates, 40 
had two years or more of college work 
without graduating, 12 more attended col- 
lege, but for less than two years, while 
only two are merely high school gradu- 
ates. One is a West Point graduate. All 
except 20 have had previous military ex- 
perience. The average is 24.3 years. Cal- 
ifornia leads the 32 States represented, 
having 12 in training. 


Radio Notes 

Figures published for the fiscal year 
1927-28 on the radio net of the War 
Department show increases over the 
previous year as follows: Messages 
transmitted, 43,741 inc.; words trans- 
mitted, 2,297,314 inc., equivalent in 
money value, $72,190.48, inc. Cost of op- 
erating the system, including mainte- 
nance, repair, and power forwarding tolls 
was reduced by the sum of $11,497.60. 
The total saving to the Government was 
$83,688.08.

AGAINST REVISION. 
Editor, Army and Navy Journal: 

AM opposed to a revision of the Army 

Promotion list for the ‘ollowing reasons: 

a. A change may be beneficial to some; 
but to others, it will be very detrimental. 

b. The object of the bill is to give every 
officer an opportunity for reasonable ad- 
vancement, up to and including the grade 
of Colonel. This object is at once offset by 
placing certain officers 900 to 1,000 files 
lower on the Promotion List than where they 
are at the present time. 

c. The Act of Congress, approved June 4, 
1920, stated that—“The place of any officer 
on the Promotion List once established 
shall not thereafter be changed except as 
a result of a court-martial.” Yet should 
the Black-McSwain bill be passed the place 
of many officers will be changed on the 
Promotion List and they will find them- 
selves losing several hundred files with- 
out even a trial or an investigation. 

d. After taking a very formal and rigid 
examination in January, 1917, before war 
was declared, and with the idea of making 
the Army my profession, I was finally com- 
missioned in June, 1917, with the belief 
that all those entering the Army there- 
after would do so as junior on the Promo- 
tion List. 

e. Where is the incentive for an officer 
who has strived in every act of duty to 
give his Government the best possible 
service, finds that at the end of 12 years 
his reward is to be the lost of many many 
files on the Promotion List. 

f. A great many officers entering in 1917 
were college men, who had spent four 
years in gaining an education at expense, 
not paid for by the Government, but 
privately. 

2. Had the original Promotion List been 
made, giving credit for all Actual commis- 
sioned Federal Service irrespective of date 
of entry into the service, there could be no 
question as to just where each of us stand; 
but many who had served during the War, 
were discharged for various reasons. They 
came back on July 1, 1920, and were credited 
with continuous commissioned service from 
the date of original entry, thus placing 
their various and sundry civilian pursuits 
on a par with the military career of those 
remaining permanently in the service. 

3. Those officers mentioned in the pre- 
ceeding paragraph were discharged with 
a cash bonus and were later given insurance 
(Adjusted Compensation) without cost, this 
according to their length of service. How 
many provisionals were given a cash bonus 
and free endowment insurance? NONE. 
They were considered as being in the per- 
manent establishment and therefor not en- 
titled to any consideration.

tired lists. Pay of Marine Corps is in- 


creased from $15,665,816 to $16,124,131, due 
chiefly to the same causes as stated above 
under pay of the Navy. The Naval Re- 
serve is increased from $4,075,000 to $4,- 
750.000 specifically for the purpose of pro- 
viding for an increase in the training of 
reserve personned on aviation duty, with 
a view of partially supplying flying per- 
sonnel, in addiiion to that available from 
the regular service, required to carry for- 
ward the 5-year program for aeronautics. 
The increase in construction and repair 
from $17,228,000 to $17,528,500 is for the 
purpose of procuring pontoons for salvag- 
ing vessels, especially submarines. The 
total for public works is increased from 
$5,410,750 to $6,227,350. The several items 





making up the total under this title are 
more or less unrelated from year to year 


and do not admit of comparison. But for 
1930 the increase over 1929 is chiefly due 
to the inclusion of the sum of $1,500,000 
toward providing for ammunition storage 
facilities authorized in the second deficiency 
act, fiscal year 1928. The estimate of $11,- 
569,400 for ordnance and ordnance stores 
indicates a decrease as compared with the 
amount of $11,952,050 appropriated for 1929. 
But the amount for 1929 included $1,000,- 
000 toward providing antiaircraft batteries 
fer the battleships California and Tennes- 
see, for which only $107,000 to complete 
this project is included in the estimate for 
1930. Therefore, for usual purposes the 
estimate for 1930 really represents an in- 
crease over 1929. The reduction under in- 
crease of the Navy from $48,200,000 for 
1929 to $36,750,000 (which includes $2,000,- 
000 te commence construction of three fleet 
submarines) is due to the progress being 
made toward completing the «xisting au- 
thorized program of ship construction, 
Deducting the amounts pertaining to 
public works, major alterations of naval 
vessels, and increase of the Navy, there 
remains for 1929, $304,845,671, and for 1930 
$308,148,132, indicating an increase of $3,- 
302,461 for 1930 over 1929 for current and 
ordinary requirements.

HE Services are featured in the an- 
nual report of the Comptroller Gen- 
eral made public this week. He devotes 
much space to explanations of the rea- 
son the General Accounting Office makes 


the rulings that it does in respect to 
Navy dependents, and comments criti- 
cally on the fact that Navy disbursing 
officers took the Court of Claims decision 
in the Lenson case as authority for pay- 
ments to officers in similar circum- 


stances. 

After citing a number of “typical de- 
endency cases” which involved differences 
étween the officers and the General Ac- 
counting Office, the Comptroller stated: 
“The present unsatisfactory situation 
must continue so long as the amount o 
allowances accruing to an officer of the 
Army, Navy, Marine Corps, Coast Guard, 
Public Health Service, and Coast and 
Geodetic Survey, must be made to depend 
upon facts of his family condition, rather 
than on his service to the United States, 
for it is a constant temptation to officers 
having neither wives nor children to claim 
a dependent parent or adopted child in 
order that their total compensation may 
be equivalent to that received by brother 
officers having wives and children.” 
“Concerning the Lenson case on differences 
of pay periods and subsequent court action, 
the Comptroller declares: “In cases of 
the removal of a case from the Court of 
Claims to the Supreme Court of the United 
States in which such lower court has dif- 
fered with this office in construing the law 
involved the well-known practice of this 
office has been to make no change in the 
construction theretofore governing in the 
settlement of accounts and claims until 
the matter krs been passed upon by the 
Supreme Court of the United States. Were 
it otherwise millions of dollars would be 
paid out under such Court of Claims judg- 
ments not at the time final, and which 
never became fine]. due to their subsequent 
reversal by the Supreme Court of the 
United States.” 


ASK NAVY DOCTOR FOR CONGRESS. 

A resolution was passed on the floor of 
the House Dec. 5, which asks that the 
Secretary of the Navy assign a Navy of- 
ficer to attend sessions of the House for 
emergency scrvice. 

In compliarnes with resolution of Con- 
gfessman Britten providing that the Sec- 
retary of the Navy be requested to assign 
a naval doctor in attendance on members 
of Congress. the Navy Department has 
tentatively decided to order Lt. Comdr. 
George W. Calver to that duty. He is 
now attached to the Department and his 
orders will provide for this as “additional 
duty.” Final «action, of course, will await 
Senate action. 

In some quarters the question has been 
raised as to whether, under the wording 
of the resolution, the Comptroller will 
permit payment to the medical officer so 
assigned as the resolution “requests” and 
does not “direct” the Secretary to take 
this action.

industry cannot stand still. If it 
does not keep abreast of the times, 
it will be forced into a_ subordi- 
nate position by the activities of 
its foreign competitors.”

Shipping Board Reports 

The twelfth annual report of the 
United States Shipping Board and the 
United States Shipping Board Merchant 
Fleet Corporation covering the fiscal 
year ended June 30, was released to the 
press this week. Following are some of 
the more salient extracts: 

During the fiscal vear ended June 30, 
1928, the work of the Shipping Board has 
heen performed in the same bureaus and 
with practically the same organizations 
as during the previous fiscal year. These 
bureaus are, Bureau of Traffic, Bureau of 
tegulation, Bureau of Operations, Bureau 
of Construction, Bureau of Law, Bureau 
of Finance, and Bureau of Research. Each 
bureau is under the supervision of a mem- 
ber of the Board. 

On October 13, 1927, in order to place its 
business operations on a basis more nearly 
approximating standard commercial prac- 
tice, the Shipping Board decided that the 
positions of the seven trustees of the Mer- 
chant Fleet Corporation should be filled 
by the seven members of the Shipping 
3oard. At the same time the chairman of 
the Board was made president of the Fleet 
Corporation, the immediate administrative 
direction of the affairs of the corporation 
being left in the hands of the vice presi- 
dent and general manager. As a result of 
this close relationship between the two 
bodies, the conduct of business, in so far 
as it relates to the operation of the Goy- 
ernment fleet, is considerably simplified 
and facilitated. 

Since 1921 the Board has sold to Ameri- 
can citizens 1,164 ships, representing 5.,- 
360,144 tons, for $90,620,576.47, including 15 
established ship-line services disposed of 
on the basis of guaranteed operation for a 
fixed number of years. During the past 
fiscal year all the Board’s remaining serv- 
ices on the Pacific Ocean were sold to pri- 
vate American interests. 

At this writing the Board still possesses 
758 ships, 253 in active operation and 505 
in the laid-up fleet. These ships, active 
and inactive, are held for sale to Ameri- 
can citizens under the most favorable 
terms, with the proviso, however, that pur- 
chasers of established lines shall, for a 
stipulated period after acquiring 
sion, maintain the vessels in defined serv- 
ices, the end and aim of all these transac- 
tions being the establishment of a perma- 
nent merchant marine owned and operated 
by private citizens of the United States. 

Recommendations. 

The legal department of the Board has 
spent several years in codifyving the navi- 
gation laws, and the resulting code, to- 
gether with a comprehensive bill amending 
and revising, will again be presented to 
Congress. The enactment of the code 
should no longer be delayed. 

Changes should be made in the present 
laws relating to the division of damages 
in cases of collisions of vessels at sea, to 
conform to the proposals of the Interna- 
tional Marine Convention of 1910. These 
changes should be brought about by legis- 
lation rather than by treaty. 

tecommendation is made that legislation 
looking to the adoption of The Hague rules, 
substantially provided for in H. R. 12208, 
introduced at the last session of Congress, 
should be enacted at an early date. 

A load line bill should be enacted into 
law prior to the forthcoming International 
Conference on Safety of Life at Sea, which 
is scheduled to be held in London in the 
spring of 1929. 

Provisions should be made for tax ex- 
emption on American vessels operating in 
foreign trade, including a provision where- 
by deductions shall be allowed from tax- 
able incomes derived from operating profits 
to the extent that such profits are devoted 
to new ship construction in American yards, 

Legislation should be enacted looking to 
the transfer to privately owned American 
shipping interests of the peace-time busi- 
ness now handled by Army and Navy 
transports and by the vessels owned and 
chartered by the Panama Railroad Steam- 
ship Line. 

Congress might well give further consid- 
eration to the question of marine insur- 
ance, to the end that there may be estab- 
lished an insurance system which will place 
American vessels on an equality with for- 
eign vessels in this imporiant respect. 

Merchant Fleet Corporation. 

A new service was inaugurated during 
the fiscal year. Heretofore, no American- 
flag service has been operated directly be- 
tween the United States and ports in north- 
ern Brazil, the center of the cocoa business. 
The American Brazil Line was therefore 
created and assigned to the Colombian 
Steamship Co. for operation in this service, 
with a schedule calling for monthly sail- 
ings.
